Terms  of  sale  are  net  30  days,  subject  to  5 per  cent  discount  for  cash 
with  order,  2 per  cent  discount  if  paid  within  10  days  from  date  of  invoice. 

Orders  from  unknown  correspondents  must  be  accompanied  with  cash 
or  satisfactory  reference. 

All  bulbs  will  be  packed  in  the  most  careful  manner,  and  no  charge  will 
be  made  for  cases  or  barrels.
